Call to order: 
 
At 9:30 am, Chairperson Willmer called the meeting to order and asked for any  
additions or deletions to the proposed agenda.  Mr. Chastain requested to add an item to 
New Business, Board Rule 180-12-.02.  Mr. Chastain moved to adopt the agenda as 
amended.  Mr. Ritter seconded.  Motion carried.  
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Approval of Minutes: 
 
Chairperson Willmer presented a draft of the April 10, 2007 minutes and asked for any 
additions or deletions.  Mr. Ritter moved to adopt the minutes as presented.  Mr. Chastain 
seconded.  Motion carried. 
 
Professional Societies and Guests: 
 
Ms. Willmer recognized the guests present:  Todd Long, representing Georgia Department 
of Transportation (DOT); Greg Mayo, representing Georgia DOT; Hardwick Butler, 
representing SAMSOG; Lonnie Sears, representing SAMSOG; and Steve Skalko, 
representing GSPE. 
 
Executive Director Report: 
 
Mr. Mickler reported that he and Mr. Vickery represented the Board at the Southern Zone 
NCEES meeting in Kentucky in April.  Items that were discussed were a new 16-hour 
Structural Engineer examination and a bachelor’s degree plus 30 hours for PE requirements.  
Also, computer-based testing was discussed.  There will be a Law Enforcement forum 
during the annual meeting in Philadelphia in August.   
 
Mr. Mickler also reported that he met with a representative from Australia Professional 
Engineers who had questions about requirements for licensure.   
 
Mr. Mickler asked Board members to let him know if they would like to attend the annual 
meeting in Philadelphia in August.  He will request funding for those interested to attend. 
 
New Business: 
 
Georgia DOT: 
 
Todd Long and Greg Mayo, representing the Georgia Department of Transportation (DOT), 
presented an overview of training that the DOT gives their engineers to prepare them for the 
exams and licensure.   
 
Board Rule 180-14 regarding Global Positioning Systems (GPS): 
 
Mr. Chastain presented a draft for a new rule regarding Minimum Technical Standards for 
GPS Surveys.  After discussion, Ms. Baker asked to meet with Mr. Chastain and Mr. Sears 
to review the rule draft before it is posted.  Mr. Chastain moved to table this item until 
September for further discussion.  Mr. Ritter seconded.  Motion carried. 
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Old Business: 
 
 
Task Force Reports: 
 
Chairperson Willmer reported that the Coalition has not met because Karen Handel, 
Secretary of State will be giving an overview of the Licensing Boards at the June 15 
meeting.  Ms. Willmer did meet with Ms. Handel and was told that Ms. Handel is studying 
how the Licensing Boards conduct business, concentrating on Enforcement.  Ms. Handel is 
very interested in Continuing Education audits.  She is in favor of an e-mailed or online  
quarterly newsletter.  Ms. Handel wants there to be designated “go-to” people for each 
Board for the media to be able to contact, should questions arise.  The Board agreed that 
questions will go to the Board Chairperson, and then referred to other Board members as 
needed. 
 
Ms. Handel will be meeting with all Board Chairs and Executive Directors on May 30 in 
Macon.   
 
New Construction Engineering Course at Southern Polytech: 
 
Mr. Dean discussed a new Construction Engineering program at Southern Polytechnic State 
University.  There was general discussion regarding this item.  No action was taken. 
 
Board Rule 180-12-.02: 
 
Mr. Chastain discussed the language of Board Rule 180-12-.02, specifically paragraphs (3), 
(5) and (6) regarding signatures on sealed documents.  Mr. Chastain moved to amend the 
rule to reinsert the sentence to the end of paragraph (1) as was previously in the rule as 
follows:   
 

“This Rule shall not apply to recordable property plats governed under  
O.C.G.A. 15-6-67(b)(2)(E).” 

 
Mr. Ritter seconded.  Motion carried. 
 
Executive Session:   
 
At 11:40 am Mr. Ritter moved for the Board to enter into Executive Session to 
deliberate on applications and enforcement matters and to receive information on 
complaints and investigative reports.  Mr. Chastain seconded.  Motion carried.

Investigations and Complaints: 
 
Mr. Chastain moved to adopt the recommendations for the following cases.  Mr. Evans 
seconded.  Motion carried. 
 
PELS030025 – This case involved a professional engineer with allegations of assisting 
unlicensed practice.  Mr. Chastain moved to close with no action. 
 
PELS060083 – This case involved a person who was involved in cheating on the EIT exam.  
Respondent asked for grade to be reinstated and not have to retake the exam.  Mr. Ritter 
moved to allow her to take the exam at the next seating.  Mr. Dean amended that she not be 
charged for the re-exam.   
 
PELS070040 – This case involved an engineering firm with no Certificate of Authorization.  
The firm has obtained a Certificate of Authorization and paid $500.  Case closed. 
 
PELS070037 – This case involved allegations of a land surveying firm offering engineering 
services. Case closed with no violations. 
 
PELS070042 – This case involved allegations of a firm offering engineering services in 
Georgia.  Case closed with no violations. 
 
PELS070039 – This case involved an engineering firm with no Certificate of Authorization.  
The firm has obtained a Certificate of Authorization and paid $500.  Case closed. 
 
PELS070015 – This case involved a professional engineer with allegations of substandard 
work.  Close with no action. 
 
PELS0200090 – This case involved allegations of unlicensed practice of engineering.  Close 
with no action.   
 
PELS070011 – This case involved a professional engineer with allegations of assisting 
unlicensed practice.  Close with letter of concern. 
 
PELS050063 – This case involved allegations of unlicensed practice of engineering.  Close 
with letter of concern. 
 
PELS040050 – This case involved a firm using the word “Engineering” in the firm name.  
Accept that they change the name to take the word “Engineering” out and remove it from 
any advertising and phone book listing.   
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PELS070044 – This case involved a license renewal with Public Consent Order.  
Respondent asked for the Consent Order to be private rather public.  Continue with original 
offer of Public Consent Order with probation running concurrently with the Florida Board 
probation for renewal of his license. 
 
PELS070047 – This case involved violations of the Plat Act.  Close with letter of concern. 
 
Release Danny Doss, PE015472 from probation and return to active status.
